tivity —especially Judge Dal Lemmon of Sacramento, sitting in trial 
of the 15 Criminal Syndicalism defendants. 

Curious that the Hearst rags should be the first and only ones to 
gel the ‘inside’ information on these criminal assaults and threats by 
“Communist terrorists! 


Where does Hearst get his 


Perhaps a glance at the ‘‘highlights’’ of Hearst's. degenerate 
career will shed some light both on his “‘uncanny’’ ability to scoop 
other papers and on the responsibility for the attack on the daughter 
of an Army major at the Presidio: 
~ There was the curious case of the blowing up of the U. S. 
battleship ‘Maine’ in Havana harbor in 1898—when the Hearst 
press carried a complete story of the affair a few minutes after it 
occurred. Not hard to understand when one knows that the story was 
was set up in type and waiting to be released BEFORE THE 
ACTUAL SINKING! That Hearst's agents had a hand in the 
sinking of the ““Maine”’ is an accusation Hearst has never attempted 
fo deny!

L.A. OFFICIALS’ TRICKS USED 
TO KEEP GALLAGHER OFF BALLOT 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 27.—The 
Administration of the City of Los 
Angeles has again succeeded in 
denying the efforts of workers to 
obtain repreesntation in City Gov- 
ernment. The city clerk has kept 
Leo Gallagher off the ballot in 
the coming municipal elections by 
a technical maneuver. 

Petitions were circulated for the 
nonination of Gallagher and four 
of these were received by the 
city clerk on Feb. 14, 1935. Subse 
quently, other petitions were oe 
ed in to the city clerk on Feb. 
which was the. last day for nie 
and which had a_ sufficient num- 
ber of names on them to qualify 
Gallagher if the names turned in 
on the preceeding four petitions 
were included in the final count. 
The city clerk, however, denied 
receiving any previous petitions.. 

500 names are necessary to qual- 
ify a candidate for office. Gallag- 
her has 456, not including those 
which were denied him. Since no 
receipts are issued for any peti 
tions turned in the city clerk has 


oe 


unlimited powers in his office to 
keep workers off the ballot. 

Too maty times has it been 
shown that workers’ candidates 
have been kept off the ,ballot.
